The rest war 
easy. The only resistance came from 
the cash register, but the Chinaman 
was asked to assist, and he did it. The 
house contributed more than half of 
the money secured by the bandits who, 
on their de parture warned the buncli 
that they must not leave the place be¬ 
fore five minutes, and it is true that 
nobody hurried out, and when they 
did, there was no person in sight, the 
hold-up men having bid adieu ^y 
shooting two or three times. The 
bunch stuck around until the arrival 
of the police from High River, and 
the funny feature of the fracas was 
the tales they told of how it all hap¬ 
pened. Everybody had a different 
story, ami the officer was puzzled to 
learn that the fellow who went 
through the bunch wore at least three 
different kinds of shirts, had a varie¬ 
ty of suits, was tall and small, slim 
and fat, and when they departed went 
in every direction and in as many dif¬ 
ferent kinds of cars. Fact is that not 
one knew from whence they came or 
whither they went It Ls always the 
same, and the conflict of the evidenc* 
sometimes affords escape to the guilty.

Women of today are in possession of their rights as citizens, not so 
much as a result of their own efforts as the efforts of those who did the 
pioneer work in securing these rights. As responsible citizens it is our 
duty to face all problems seriously and give a good account of our 
stewardship. 

The Liquor problem is the outstanding moral question of the age. 
Why should Liquor trade claim the support of any woman? It brings 
her nothing but anxiety-and sonow and privation. It constitutes a chal¬ 
lenge to every woman, threatening to invade the home and despoil its 
fairest and best. Women of today are interested in all social and health 
problems, and the drink evil retards every one of the movements to 
which they are giving their time and attention, whether it be child wel¬ 
fare, public health or any other form of social development. 

If given a chance to choose for or against the traffic on a straight 
issue there would be mo doubt how the vast majority of women would 
decide. But the present issue seems somewhat confused, first by the ex¬ 
aggerated statements so persistently circulated regarding the alleged 
failure of prohibition and second by the clever use of the words “Gov¬ 
ernment Control”, which seems Lr have exercised a somewhat hypnotic 
effect on the public generally, net us remember that it is the same old 
fight between the same old forces in the same old way. The question 
is: “Shall we or shall we not provide for the sale of alcoholic liquor for 
beverage purposes?” And the only reasons against are that some per¬ 
sons want to make money out of the trade and others want to drink and 
so are desirous of making drinking easy and respectable, for the fight 
against prohibition is inspired and led and financed by those who want 
to make dividends .md those who want to drink—Avarice and Appetite. 

The same conditions that hinder the complete enforcement of the 
present law would operate under any other system. The evils are inher¬ 
ent in the drink trade which is essentially lawless and cannot be got rid 
of by any system of “control”. The present evils would in no sense be 
eliminated but on the contrary would be multiplied and intensified by any 
of the proposed method®. 

The restoration of the public sale of alcoholic liquor would be a 
direct menace to the home while throwing around it the air of respecta¬ 
bility would constitute a far greater danger to our young people than 
anything that has gone before. Under Government Sale we all become 
partners in the business while the government acts as bartender for the 
distillers and the brewers. These reap the dividends while the govern¬ 
ment has the privilege of taking care of the wreckage. 

Increased facilities for getting liquor invariably mean increased 
consumption of liquor and this in. turn means an increase in drunken¬ 
ness, crime, poverty, disease and lawlessness. 

The only remedy is to sustain our present legislation and'continue 
a < ompaign of education that will develop a strong, stable sentiment in 
■favor of total abstinence and law observance. Prohibition was made 
possible by the efforts of generations preceding us and it is our responsi¬ 
bility to hand it on as a legacy to those coming after us, that our con¬ 
tribution may enable them to more speedily accomplish the task of rid¬ 
ding the world of the Drink Evil.

The Alberta Wheat Pool has been 
consumated and in this issue appear.- 
the legal notice of its beginning to 
function on the date of October 29th, 
when the machinery of its government 
will have been completed and it will 
be ready to handle the wheat for its 
signers. That the pool will be able 
this year to get more for its product 
than regular prices offered is hardly 
to be expected but its continuance in 
the field will surely prove of benefit to 
the growers in the long run and will 
ultimately dispose of the unbusiness¬ 
like methods heretofore prevailing in 
the marketing of Alberta’s grain. The 
selling of wheat seems to be the only 
really important big business where 
the seller is at the merejr of the buyei 
and accepts the prices preferred 
instead of placing a proper price 
based on ooists of production, and 
maintaining such for the prospective 
purchasers. This is the end to ; 
means and should be strictly adheret 
to. Its fulfillment will eventually b* 
accomplished and readily acceptei 
when the real purpose of the pool u 
acknowledged as a permanent institu¬ 
tion with back-bone enough to stand 
by its determinations and purpose; 
and function as a legitimate going bu 
siness concern with definite and just 
purposes. It is only such concerns that 
make a success of their endeavors ir 
a large way and have the confidence 
and respect of the buyers in their line. 
Stick to your contract, and stick re¬ 
ligiously, and time will reveal the wis¬ 
dom of your undertaking.

The Liquor Plebiscite and the Trans 
ferable Vote Explained by the 
Aiberta Government 


Since the close of the war the work 
of the Canadian Red Cross Society 
has not been so prominently before 
the public as it was during the strug¬ 
gle. The Society has .however, been 
quietly doing a great amount of re¬ 
lief work, both from its owm funds and 
as a distributor of government money. 
In addition to its regular autumn 
campaign, the Society is putting on a 
special drive to raise a relief fund for 
Japan. Arrangements are being 
made to secure donations of wheat 
from the farmers, and an organized 
effort will be made to cover the whole 
province. This humane work on the 
part of the society has been heartily 
approved by His Honour, Lieutenant 
Governor Brett, who makes a stirring 
appeal to the public in the following 
message: “To the people of Alberta. 
The action of the Alberta Division of 
the Red Cross Society in soliciting 
the people to co-operate in giving do¬ 
nations of wheat or cashs^o assist in 
mitigating the. suffering cJhqjed by 
the recent stupendous disaster n t Ja- 
pan, meets with my hearty endorsa- 
tion, and I appeal with confidence to 
the provincial press to bring the mat¬ 
ter to the attention of their readers. 
By a generous response we shall corri- 
pl with article 25 of the Covenant 
League of Nations and carry out one 
of the chief purposes for which the 
Red Cross society was incorporated, 
namely, to rally to the relief of suf¬ 
fering humanity.” 


CHIROPRACTIC 

ADJUSTMENTS 


For the first time in Alberta, the 
preferential ballot, or in other words, 
the transferable vote system, is to be 
used in a province-wide election, on 
the occasion of tlie referendum on the 
liquor question on Monday, November 
5. As is well known, there are four 
questions on the ballot paper. The vot¬ 
er must not use the X mark, but 
should place the figure 1 opposite the 
proposal he wishes to become law. 
Then he should place the figure 2 op¬ 
posite his second choice, the figure 3 
opposite his third choice, and so on. 
Though voters are entitled to “plump” 
for one question, or to vote less than 
the full number of choices, the gov¬ 
ernment u^ges them to vote their-full 
number of jchoices,. Only in th's way 
can the voters obtain the full value of 
their ballots, and the government ob¬ 
tain yfull expression of opinion. The 
following statement is given as an*ex- 
-phuiation of the use of the transfer¬ 
able vote: 

The keystone of our system of gov¬ 
ernment is.“The Will of the Majority 
shall govern”. How shall the will of 
the majority of the electors be ascer¬ 
tained ? By their preferences expres¬ 
sed by their votes. Where there are on¬ 
ly two questions before the electors, it 
is an easy matter to get a clear majo¬ 
rity decision by the use of the X vote 
method. If every elector has to vote 
for one of two questions he has but 
one choice, and when the votes are 
counted, one or the other of the ques¬ 
tions will be likely to have over- one- 
half of the' total votes cast and will 
be declared carried, as expressing the 
will of the majority which all must 
submit to. The present method of 
marking the ballot with an X is ade¬ 
quate for the purpose of showing the 
voters choice out of two only. Any 
other mark, letter or figure would 
answer the purpose equally well. So 
long as the votes cast at an election 
can be assembled in "two piles, one or 
the other is almost certain to contain 
more than one half of all votes cast 
and tfffe will of the majority is thus 
ascertained. 

Trouble arises with the X method 
of voting when there arc more than 
two questions before the electors, with 
one question to be carried and no 
question received a clear majority of 
all the votes cast. If the electors 
have to make a choice out of three 
questions, there will be three p ies of 
ballot. 1 ^ If one of them contains more 
than half of the total ballots cast, the 
will of the majority is clearly ascer¬ 
tained,* and the object of the election 
has been attained. But if the votes 
are about equally divided among the 
three questions and no question has a 
majority of all tire votes cast, the 
election has failed to close the will of 
the majority. If all the electors were 
called together into one large hall to 
decide by a show of hands which of 
three questions should be adopted as 
the will of the majority, the electors 
might have to vote twice before leach¬ 
ing a decision. On the first vote each 
elector would hold up his hand for his 
first choice. The result would proba¬ 
bly be that no question would have a 
clear majority of all the votes cast. 
But one of the questions would be al- 
mbst cfertain to have fewer choices 
than either of the others. The chair¬ 
man of the meeting would declare this 
question defeated, leaving onlv two in 
the running. A show of hands would 
next be called for between the two re¬ 
maining questions. Now the electors 
would still have a right to vote foi 
their choice of the. remaining two. Tlu 
result would be two piles of ballot- 
with a clear majority for one of the 
questions. The same result could be 
obtained by holding two elections un¬ 
der the X vote method. At the first 
election each elector would vote for 
his choice of the three; at the second 
election tlje question receiving the 
feytisFvotes in the first election would 
Be dropped and all the voters would b< 
given a chance to vote for their choice 
of the remaining two, thus giving one 
or the other the necessary majority. 
Such a method would be very cum¬ 
bersome and too costly to adopt, foi 
a dozen consecutive elections might 
be necessary to select a winner where 
the questions were sufficiently numer¬ 
ous. Moreover tlie same result can be 
gained in a very simple and inexpens¬ 
ive manner. Note what the electors 
did in the two elections referred • to 
In the first they voted their choices, 
that is their first choices. In the se¬ 
cond election those who bad not voted 
their first choices for the defeated 
question, voted their second choices 
for one of the two remaining questi¬ 
ons, and their ballots went into one or 
other of the two piles and took, part 
in the final result in expressing the 
will of the majority. 

The desired result can be secured by 
each elector marking his first choice 1, 
his second choice 2 a id so on for the 
number of questions. The official 
counts the votes according to the in¬ 
structions given on the ballot. If the 
elector’s first preference question is 
dropped as having fewest votes, hi: 
second preference shows which one of 
the remaining questions he desires hi 
ballot counted for. If his second pre¬ 
ference question is dropped his third 
preference shews what one of the then 
remaining questions he desires his bal¬ 
let counted -for. The counting official 
keeps transferring the ballots from 
one pile to another until there are 
only two piles left, one of which is 
almost certain to contain more than

The work of enuincntttSn of voters 
in preparation for the apeoaching liq¬ 
uor plebiscite, is now tfminjX under 
way, according tj reports frvVn ull 
parts of the p> ovince, and the emrgmr- 
ators will liortly be all appointed. TV- 
new schedule of fees is being put into 
force, for the first time, and will apply 
to future elections, the genearal effegf* 
being cut down considerably orr/fhe 
running expenses of all polls. /John 
D. Hunt, in charge of the elcction t ma- 
chinery, says (hat these fees will be 
rigidly adhered t)o, and extras will not 
be allowed, the new act providing for 
a standard schedule on the revised 
basis. Enumerators who formerly 
were paid at the rate of $5.00 p- r day, 
will now be paid seven cents for e.-vth 
name finally approved on the list of 
voters, this change being the most im¬ 
portant under tire new act. Returning 
officers will receive $150 each where 
a poll is held and $10 where no poll is 
hold, and eloction clerks will be paid 
$100 and $10 under the same condi¬ 
tions. The deputy returning officer 
will get $6 and the poll clerk $4. For 
the rent of poling place, any number 
of booths in one room, a rate of $4 is 
set. Constables and interpreters will 
be paid $2.50 each. Enumerators sit 
ting at place designated, for two days, 
will have an allowance of $5 per day. 
New fees are also laid down for the 
courts of inquiiy and advance polls. 
For the former the deputy returning 
officer will be paid $2 and the justice 
of the peace sitting with him will re¬ 
ceive the same remuneration. In thi 
advance polls the deputy returning of¬ 
ficer for all services during three days 
at poll and count, will draw $12 and 
the. poll clerk $8, and the rent for the 
poll will be $10.

If the young pf one single specie.- 
of fish—for example the herring— 
were all-owed to mature without inter¬ 
ference by man or molestation by na¬ 
tural enemies in the seas, in the mat¬ 
ter of a few years the seas would be 
unable to contain that single species 
alone. And if all the thousands of 
fishes matured one hundred per cent 
of their progeny, in a surprisingly 
brief time the seas would be impass¬ 
able to ships. This probably illus¬ 
trates better than-anything else the 
copiousness of the fishery resources of 
the world, and fortunately for Canada, 
we dominate waters which arc the 
most fertile on earth and which ol 
themselves are capable of supplying 
the fish demands of its entire p ipula 
tk>n. Even before Columbus struck 
this continent, it is believed that 
basques regularly visited the waters 
off our shores in quest of the silvery 
harvest. Icelanders, too, record - would 
indicate, came in the wake qj Lief 
Ericson long years before Columbus 
and fished off our coast. Four hun¬ 
dred years ago there were fishing sta 
ti-ons on the Canadian shores. Not 
long afterwards thriving fishing vil¬ 
lages sprang into life in Nova Scotia 
But with four hundred ears of writ¬ 
ten history behind the industry in C: 
nada and an unverified and legendary 
history antedating by Centuries thi 
coming of Columbus, the fishery re 
sources available to Canada are today 
in the infancy of their development 
Each year fleets con\e from Fiance 
Portugal, Iceland, Great Britain, am 
sometimes from more remote coun 
tries, to reap a harvest on our North 
Atlantic fishing banks. Yet we h<*n 
in Canada, with these vast storehous 
es right at our door, spurn the food 
Our natural heritage is wantonly cast 
aside. Anyone who may comes ti 
claim it, but the proverbial contcmp 
that comes from proximity sets u 
seeking for foods less accessible am 
less economical and generally withou 
the alimentary qualities of sea foods 
The North Atlantic fishing banks ai\ 
undoubtedly the most productive fish¬ 
ing areas in the world. They are di 
lectly off our shores and are mon 
readily reached from our maritime 
ports than from anywhere else. Yci | 
our American cousins take three times 
the quantity of fish that we take there. 
Other comparisons similarly illustrate 
our negligence and short-sightedness 
Only recently the decline of the North 
Sea fisheries has turned the attention 
of Great Britain to our Atlantic bank: 
and it is not improbable that in a fe\ 
years a fleet of British trawlers will 
be invading our waters to secure sup 
plies of fresh fish for old country folk. 
Is. it not time that we should make 
greater use of our vast natural source 
of food ? We have the mechanical re¬ 
sources and the intrepid, hardy citi¬ 
zenship to prosecute our ^fisheries tc 
the maximum, but unfortunately oui 
population does not patronize the in¬ 
dustry to justify more intensive fish¬ 
ing than at present. Our inshore fish¬ 
eries are being reduced because de¬ 
mand will not maintain the former po¬ 
pulation engaged in the industiy. Na 
tional Fish Day—October 31—is set 
aside to focus attention upon our 
great natural resource and to com¬ 
memorate the brave fishermen who 
have sacrificed their Jives to secure 
food for us. The most practical wa" 
in which Canada can help the industry 
and show appreciation for the fisher¬ 
men is to make greater use of sea 
products thus making the calling a 
more remunerative one '.or the men 
who go down to the sea ii, ships. It i.- 
an appreciation of nature’s gift to re 
cognize fish as a food a id it is als< 
wise policy from a nutri ive and eco 
nomic viewpoint.

Zev and My Own will settle their 
rivalry for the three-year-old crown 
of the United States in Latonia, Ken¬ 
tucky, on November the 3rd next, it is 
reported.
